Miss  Kimball  is  too  well 
known  in  town  as  a  successful  teacher  to  need  any  comments  from 
me. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

Prudential  Committee,  George  S.  Barney.  One  term  taught  by 
Miss  Jennie  S.  Barney.  Miss  Barney  is  at  home  in  the  school-room. 
I  found  at  the  close  of  the  term  the  scholars  were  thorough  in  their 
studies. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

Prudential  Committee,  Mrs.  Sophia  Ford.  One  term  taught  by 
Susie. M.  Flanders.  Miss  Flanders  has  good  qualities  for  teaching. 
I  did  not  visit  the  school  but  once  as  I  did  not  receive  notice  of  its 
close,  so  I  cannot  judge  of  the  success  of  the  school. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

Prudential  Committee,  Daniel  Sanborn.  Two  terms,  both  taught 
Dy  Miss  Adell  P.  Kimball.  Miss  Kimball's  system  of  teaching  is, 
correct  and  in  any  school-room  she  enters  as  teacher  she  will  be  suc- 
cessful.

In  closing  my  school  report  for  the  year  I  will  say  that  all  of  our 
teachers,  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  judge,  have  been  successful 
with  their  schools.  But  teachers  cannot  certainly  excel  in  teaching 
unless  they  have  the  full  support  of  the  scholars  and  parents,  f or,  I 
think  safe  to  say,  nine-tenths  of  school  troubles  are  started  at  the  fire- 
side at  home,  and  unless  parents  correct  this  evil  we  cannot  have  our 
schools  come  up  to  the  standard  that  we  wish  them  too. 

I  have  not  made  a  full  change  of  school  books  as  started  by  Mr. 
Perkins,  for  the  reason  that  we  probably  shall  have  a  change  in  re- 
districting  our  town,  and  some  districts  in  town  cannot  unite  conven- 
iently with  any  other  district  in  town,  so,  in  case  that  said  districts 
unite  with  districts  of  towns  adjoining  there  may  be  another  change 
of  boooks  ;  but  if  we  let  our  district  system  remain  the  same,  my  suc- 
cessor can  introduce  them  just  as  well,  as  all  books  now  remaining  in 
my  hands  I  shall  turn  over  to  the  town  treasurer  as  town  property. 
I  will'  close  by  thanking  the  teachers  for  the  prompt  return  of  regis- 
ters and  to  my  successor  I  will  commend  the  schools.
